Dedication of Springhiii Lake 
Recreation Center Sunday

“The best thing about the new building is the great potential 
we now have for expansion of the city’s recreation program/’ 
declared recreation director Hank Irving when discussing the 
advantages of the recently completed Springhiii Lake Recreation 
Center. Intended for use by all Greenbelt residents, the new 
center is a natural-look, earth-tone, brick and wood air conditioned 
building, which houses a full size gymnasium including bleachers 
and an exercise room, plus shower and rest room facilities. In 
addition, there are a large game room, a TV lounge, a separate 
multi-purpose room, and a “fish bowl” style control office. Lo¬ 
cated on Springhiii Lake’s golf course, the new building will now 
be used in conjunction with the golf club house, where recreation 
classes and meetings will be held. 


Greenbelters are all cordially in¬ 
vited to come take a look at the 
new SHE center during its dedi¬ 
cation this Sunday, September 21, 
at 5 p.m. Lignt refreshments will 
he served following dedication by 
city council members. There will 
also be games, entertainment, and 
guest celebrities, including WASH 
radio personality Bob Duckman, 
who will be master of ceremonies. 
KAVA Teen Club will sponsor a 
da»ce (admission free) in the new 
gym from 7-10 p.m. featuring mu¬ 
sic by the Free Spirit hand. 

History 

The $390,000 SHL Recreation 
Center was first conceived in 1968 
when a referendum successfully 
submitted to the voters listed the 
Center as one of a half-dozen pro¬ 
jects that would be financed 
through the sale of $950,000 worth 
of bonds. At that time the cost of 
the project was estimated at $60,- 
000, but included no plans for a 
gymnasium. 

The site for the building was to 
be donated by the Springhiii Lake 
apartment owners as part of a 
package which involved the sale of 
the 12.9 acre SHL golf course to 
the city. Since this land was part¬ 
ly within a flood plain, delays 
were encountered in obtaining ne¬ 
cessary Federal (HUD) and State* 
approval for open-space grants to 
finance the purchase of the golf 
course. Such grants in the am¬ 
ount of $89,000 were finally approv¬ 
ed in the fall of 1972, but in the 
meantime construction costs had 
begun to escalate rapidly. 

By the time the city was ready 
to let bids out, the estimates for 
the building were in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $300,000. The city’s finan¬ 
cial problem, however, was eased 
somewhat by the availability of 
Federal revenue-sharing funds, 
of which about $95,000 was allo¬ 
cated to the Recreation Center, 
leaving $295,000 of the $390,000 to¬ 
tal to come from the bond issue. 

Activities 

Open 365 days a year, as is the 
Youth Center, SHL center will be 
utilised at once for a great variety 
of recreational programs. Fall ac¬ 
tivities will include basketball, 
floor hockey, table games, volley¬ 
ball tournaments, movies, TV, and 
open gym. Free programs will be 
available in arts and crafts, model 
building, and group games/phvsi- 
cal fitness (Chucks and Lassies) 
for elementary school children. 

For preschoolers through grade 
3 there will be Fun Time, a com¬ 
bination of stories, games, and 
crafts. Organized gym activities 
will be offered for girls and wom¬ 
en, for men, and an open co-rec¬ 
reation gym for all ages. On fam¬ 
ily night, the first Friday of each 
month from 7-11 p.m., families 

are encouraged to use game room 
facilities. 


All th e above mentioned pro¬ 
grams are also conducted at other 
recreational centers in Greenbelt, 
and information concerning them 
may be obtained by calling 474- 
6878 weekdays (recreation depart¬ 
ment business office) or 345-2770 
for Springhiii Lake center activi¬ 
ties. The recreation department 
plans to work in cooperation with 
Mrs. Sutton, social director at the 
Springhiii Lake community house, 
in developing new programs and 
activities. 

An exceptionally wide choice cf 
activities is offered through the 
recreation department. In fact, re¬ 
cently Greenbelt has become a Na¬ 
tional Gold Medal award finalist 
for parks and recreation manage¬ 
ment excellence. Springhiii Lake 
Recreation Center is expected to 
make a superior recreation pro¬ 
gram even better.

Weidenfeld Gets High Vote 
But Castaldi Close Second

In one of the closest finishes in years, which saw only 22 
votes separating the first and third-place winners, Mayor Pro- 
Tem Gil Weidenfeld eked out the high vote in last Tuesday’s 
Greenbelt city council election. His 999 votes were just 12 
more than Richard Castaldi’s, who in turn finished 10 votes 
ahead of Mayor Richard Pilski. All three were incumbents, with 
Weidenfeld winning his third term to office and Castaldi his 
second. For Mayor Pilski, the veteran of the council, it was his 
sixth straight election to office. 


The other two spots on the five- 
member council also went to in¬ 
cumbents — Charles F. Schwan 
and Thomas X. White, who finish¬ 
ed in that order. Sixth place went 
to Jack Queen who in his first out¬ 
ing finished strong with 820 votes 
— some 74 votes behind the fifth- 


place winner. (See accompanying 
box for votes.) 4 

All of the top vote gatherers 
pulled over 40 percent of the vote, 
thus eliminating the need for a 
run-off election. In fact, all the 
winners polled more than 59 per¬ 
cent of the votes.

Two 
suspects were observed in the 
area and are being investigated. 
Seven additional larcenies were 
reported and investigated. 

The department investigated 
thirty-three cases of disorderly 
conduct, including nineteen attri¬ 
buted to juveniles. 

Following an investigation ini¬ 
tiated by Officer Stair, three adult 
males were charged with posses¬ 
sion of controlled dangerous sub¬ 
stances. A search warrant was ex¬ 
ecuted on the subjects’ apartment 
in Lakeside North where a quan¬ 
tity of illegal substances was 
found. 

Seven of fourteen vandalisms in¬ 
vestigated were closed with the 
arrest of a male resident of Breeze- 
wood Court who was apprehend 
ed by Officer Ceccarelli and in¬ 
carcerated in lieu of $3,000 bond 
shortly after the defendant spray 
painted several parked autos near 
his residence. 

Shortly after receiving a look 
out for a vehicle wanted for fail¬ 
ure to pay a bill at a local ser¬ 
vice station, Cpl. Coombes appre¬ 
hended the operator who paid the 
bill rather than face criminal pro¬ 
secution. 

Eleven officers are currently en¬ 
rolled in area colleges or universi¬ 
ties for the fall semester.

Some Precautions 
On Encephalitis 

Anxious Prince Georges County 
residents are assured by county 
health officials that encephalitis, 
which recently has hospitalized 
three persons, is not contagious. 
Dr. David Anders, Chairman of 
the P. G General Hospital’s Infec¬ 
tious Disease Committee, said, “The 
disease can only be transmitted by 
an infected mosquito and the chan¬ 
ces of serious infection are only 
2 in 300.” He advises that anyone 
who has been bitten recently by a 
mosquito and who is experiencing 
chills, fever, muscle pain, severe 
headache, nausea and vomiting to 
contact his family physician. 

Health officials urge that resi¬ 
dents take the following precau¬ 
tions : 

1. Kmpty and clean all buckets, 
wading pools or other containers 
that collect water because mosqui¬ 
toes prefer to breed in this type 
of environment rather than in 
streams. 

2. Avoid being outdoors at dawn 
or dusk, which is when mosqui¬ 
toes sure most likely to be actively 
Seeking food. 

3. Anyone who does go outdoors 
at those times should wear long 
pants and long sleeves, covering 
as much of the body as possible. 

4. Use bug repel Jan ts. ' 

5. Avoid wooded, marshy or 
grassy , areas where mosquitoes 
might thrive. 

€. Measures should be taken to 
assure that mosquitoes cannot en¬ 
ter Use house. Doors and windows 
should be adequately screened. 
Tape up holes in screens. For ad¬ 
ded protection, spray house screens 
at night with insecticides. 

Mosquito control units of the 
Maryland Department of Agricul¬ 
ture began additional spraying op¬ 
erations in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, Sept. 11, to control and prevent 
the spread of encephalitis. The ad¬ 
ditional spraying in the county 
will involve four spray units and 
cover a four-square-mile area ar¬ 
ound Biadensburg, Hyattsville and 
Biverdale. 

Stop For School Buses 

School bus accidents kill over 
200 people annually in the United 
State*. In Maryland, approximate¬ 
ly 170 students are injured each 
year in school bus-related acci¬ 
dents, according to a survey by the 
National Safety Council. 

Joseph Ruprecht, Director of 
Safety for Prince Georges County 
Public Schools, says, “Drivers 
should remember to watch out for 
the buses discharging or loading 
students now that school is in ses¬ 
sion.” 

The Maryland Driver’s Hand¬ 
book says that upon meeting a 
school bus coming in either di¬ 
rection that has stopped or is stop¬ 
ping, the motorist should come to 
a full stop of fen feet in front of 
or behind the bus. He shall not 
proceed until the bus has begun 
moving again. The only exception 
to this is when approaching a bus 
from the front on a dual (divided) 
highway 

The penalty for passing a school 
bus while it is loading or dis¬ 
charging students has been in¬ 
creased from one to two points on 
a motorist’s driving record.

GHI Board Discusses 
Resales on New Homes

In a relatively brief meeting 
on Sept. 11 - one and a half 
hours - the GHI board received a 
report on the operating statements 
for the six-month period from 
January through June of this year, 
and discussed proposed changes in 
the resale policy for the corpora 
tion’s larger homes, In both mat¬ 
ters information was provided by 
Donald McGinn, sitting in for man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears, who was un¬ 
able to attend because of illness. 

At present, GHI has a sixty-day 
option to repurchase any of the 
larger homes (twenty-eight in 
number, including the townhouse- 
es) that are being sold by their 
owners. In such a case an apprais¬ 
al of the house has to be first 
arranged, taking two or three 
weeks to consider its purchase; 
this leaves only three or four 
weeks for the corporation to find 
a purchaser on the open market, 
McGinn explained. Thus the staff 
recommended extending the 60 day 
option to 90 days. This change 
was supported by chakman Jim 
Smith, who termed it “insurance 
against vacancy loss,” and the 
board endorsed it on a formal 
motion. 

The staff suggested also that a 
change be made in the policy of 
offering a two-week purchase per¬ 
iod to members. The idea of re¬ 
moving this privilege for members 
encountered more resistance from 
the board members. Director Mary 
Clarke proposed instead that in¬ 
terested members be given notice 
of the prospective sale before the 
formal appraisal is carried out, 
which would have the effect of 
shortening the total waiting per¬ 
iod. This modification of the pol¬ 
icy was passed by the board on a 
separate motion. 

Financial Position 

In a comparison of actual oper¬ 
ating expenses for the first six 
months of 1975 with the staff’s 
prediction, the staff report noted 
that disbursements exceeded in¬ 
come by $49,200, which was a smal¬ 
ler amount than the $67,650 which 
had been forecast. McGinn ascrib¬ 
ed this relatively favorable figure 
mainly to greater heating efficien¬ 
cy achieved in the brick homes. 
He expressed the further opinion 
that “if the oil price doesn’t go 
up over 37 cents per gallon, we’ll 
be in the best fuel consumption 
position that we've been in, for 
years.” 

A fuller description of the high¬ 
lights of this six-month operating 
picture will be given in a later 
issue. 

At the end of the short meeting, 
two members living at 2 Court of 
Research Road asked the board to 
give consideration to their separ¬ 
ate requests for additions, which 
they felt had been made before 
the recent board-ordered mora¬ 
torium on additions was decided 
on. One of the members said that 
this particular row of houses on 
Research Road has already been 
electrically “heavied up” (wired 
for more current) so that the rea¬ 
son for the moratorium did net 
apply to their case. Chairman 
Smith explained that he would 
have to get fuller information on 
this from the absent manager: the 
rest of the board showed their 
support for a quick decision on 
these members’ requests by voting 
to give Smith and the manager 
authority to decide the matter.

At 6 p.m. the church will host a 
supper for the delegates, to be 
followed at 7 p.m. by a service of 
worsnip. Ms. Sharon Rmge, a 
Ph.D. candidate from Union The¬ 
ological Seminary in New York 
City, will give the meditation. Sev¬ 
eral members of the congregation 
will participate in the service a- 
long with 'the Rev. Harry Apple¬ 
white, associate conference mini¬ 
ster; and the Rev. David Peder¬ 
son, a friend of the Taylors, from 
Maryland Presbyterian Church. 

The Community Church choir, 
under the direction of Mrs. Milly 
Kern, will give special music, in¬ 
cluding “Day by Day” from the 
musical “Godspell,” and guitar 
music. A special offering will be 
received to be used in the United 
Church of Christ’s program for 
hunger relief.
